“UNCLE JOE” CANNON RETIRING 


Representative Cannon of Ill. is prepar- 
ing to make his final adieu to political life 
at the age of almost 87. His term will end 
with March 4, and after that, as he says, 
he will “just live.’ He can then boast of 
4G years of service in congress—which 
beats all records. He was born in North 
Carolina, of Quaker ancestry. He went 
“West” with his family when he was four 
years old and they settled on the banks of 
the Wabash. The elder Cannon practiced 
as a doctor up and down the river. He often 
had to swim the river, during freshets, 
and, as the Irishman said, the last time he 
tried this he was drowned. 


“Uncle Joe,” on his trip home to Dan- 
ville, IL, from Washington last summer, 
followed the old National pike, which was 
the route taken by his family in their trek 


82 years before. He identified a few of the- 


points on the way, though most of the 
country was completely changed. On this 
trip he rode in the front seat of the auto 
in order not to miss anything. “I like the 
bumps of the road at 87 years, for they re- 
mind me of life,” he said. 

Joseph G. Cannon was for many years a 
power in the house; he was never a great 
talker, but he had a way of getting things 
done—by short cuts. So much so that 
“Cannonism” was denounced by the pro- 
gressives as being next thing to ezarism. 


He could say some sharp things in debate, 
but he was never mean or small. Some 
time ago when it was talked around that 
the Democrats had decided to give up the 
donkey or mule as their party emblem, he 
said jocosely that it was time, since “the 
mule is without pride of ancestry or hope 
of posterity.” This brought down the 
house. Though he was always a “black” 
Republican, many of his best friends have 
been Democrats. When he was a young 
man he heard one of the famous Lincoln- 
Douglas debates. He was fired with ambi- 
tion, and while studying law he slept in 
the office to save money and paid a dollar 
a week for his board.

Trying to Prove, Scientifically, Whether “Spirits” Are Real 


men who have made a study of psy- 
chology, psychics etc., and it will in- 
clude Houdini, the stage “escape” ex- 
pert, who knows all the tricks of the 
trade and who has duplicated most of 
the feats done by the “spirit” mediums. 

The mediums will be searched and 
watched in order to make sure that they 
cannot employ fraudulent methods. But 
the investigators are not to take a hos- 
tile stand; they are to give the candi- 
dates every chance to 
demonstrate their 
powers in any way 
they may choose. 
Only, it will not be 
granted that “spirits” 
didacertain thing un- 
less it can be shown 
to the satisfaction of 
all that it could not 
have been done by 
any known physical ° 
means. It is a sin- 
cere attempt to show 
conclusively whether 
or not these allegéd 
“psychic” forces re- 
ally exist. It is the 
chanee of centuries 
for the mediums to 
prove their powers 
and thus contribute to the cause of 
truth for the benefit of humanity, pres- 
ent and to come. Some mediums have 
already accepted the challenge, and will 
submit themselves as candidates for the 
tests. Others condemn the whole thing 
and say they will refuse to have any- 
thing to do with it. The Progressive 
Thinker, a leading spiritualist paper, 
supports this latter stand, and it states 
that the spiritualists at their general 
assembly last summer offered a reward 
of $5000 “to anyone who will duplicate 
through fraudulent methods certain 
spiritual phenomena, “naming eight dif- 
ferent spirit manifestations. This offer 
has not been taken up by any of the 
“exposers,” and the spiritualists claim 
this is proof that there are spirit powers 
which transcend the physical. But it 
surely should be possible to prove 
whether the “spirit” photographs which 
many mediums sell to their patrons for 
large sums are genuine or faked. Any 
amateur photographer can duplicate 
these photographs by trick methods, 
and in several cases where tests of such 
photographs have been made it was 
found that the medium had substituted 
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photographic plates that had been “doc- 
tored.” In the Scientific American con- 
test the plates will be marked by the 
committee with secret identifying signs, 
so as to preclude any substitution, and 
no “faking” of the plates will be per- 
mitted. Then if the medium can pro- 
duce “spirit” faces on such test plates, 
it should be convincing to the world. 


It is pointed out that the mere evi- 
dence of the eyes and ears as to what 
goes on at a seance will not be enough. 
Our physical senses can readily be 
fooled. But if phonograph records can 
be made of “spirit” voices and com> 
pared with the voice of the medium, 
and if materialized “spirits” can be 
photographed under conditions that 
forbid any fakery, then we shall get evi- 
dence which all who want to learn the 
truth can examine and judge for them- 
selves. The spiritualists accept every- 
thing at a seance as genuine, and they 
impose no conditions on the medium. 
Sir Conan Doyle writes: “I went to Eva 
(the famous European medium) with an 
open, expectant mind but with sympa- 
thy for her, and I had ectoplasm in my 
hand before I left.” He had not search- 
ed or watched the medium, and the 
skeptics claim that what he had in his 
hand was a piece of chiffon which the 
medium had had concealed in her mouth 
and stomach and which she had spewed 
up in order to let him feel it and tell 
the world. 

Sir Conan even claims that fairies ex- 
ist and that he has photographs of them. 
He is so easily duped that his testimony 


* cannot be considered of the slightest 


value. So the investigating committee 
will ignore mere claims and will be 
governed solely by facts. A blur or fog 
on a photographic plate will not be ac- 
cepted as a portrait of the spirit of 
Napoleon or Lincoln merely because 
the medium says it is.. And a tiny light 
above the medium’s head will not be 
accepted as produced by spirits if the 


* medium is caught with a 10-cent store 


flashlight in his outstretched hand, as 
has sometimes been the case. ~ 
Mediums have many times been “ex- 
posed” by investigators who have sud- 
denly grabbed at alleged “spirits,” turn- 
ed on a light and shown the medium to 
be causing all the “manifestations,” 
when he was supposed to be firmly 
tied. The spiritualists have a way of 
explaining these “exposures.” They say 
that at first, when the spirits are not 
very strong, they have to make use of 
the medium’s hands, mouth etc. in order 
to ring bells, talk and perform other 
physical acts, but that later the spirits 
do the whole thing. So that even when 


_mediums are caught in the act of trick- 


ery, their devotees believe in them just 
as strongly as ever, and nothing can 
shake their faith. 

Sir Conan himself says: “As to the 
face of the medium being used as a basis 
upon which a spirit face is built up, 
that is an old phenomenon which has 
been admitted by all experienced spirit- 
ualists.”. He adds that in some cases 
the medium’s face may be transformed 
by “an ectoplasmic mask,” and again 
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“the face is used without ectoplasm but 
molded into the desired shape.” 

The middle picture on page’3, which 
is from Schrenck-Notzing’s much-dis- 
cussed book, claims to show “Eva C.” 
materializing a “spirit” face out of ecto- 
plasm. The photograph is far from 
convincing, as the alleged “spirit” face 
looks suspiciously like a false face, and 
certainly has nothing spiritual about it. 
It is declared that this medium “Eva C.” 
was found to have operated in Algiers, 
under the name of Marthe Barraud, and 
that she was exposed as a fraud. But the 
spiritualists have an answer even-to 
this. They say that a medium may re- 
sort to trickery at times in order not to 
disappoint his sitters, but that this does 
not prove that everything they do is a 
fake. 

Modern discoveries have added won- 
derfully to the repertory of the fake 
mediums, Flashlights are a boon to 
them. By a coating of luminous paint 
a “spirit” can be made to have a phos- 
phorescent glow in the dark, and even 
chiffon “ectoplasm” can thus be photo- 
graphed. Houdini witnessed a seance 
of Eva C. in Paris and he was convinced 
that everything she did was trickery. 
Prof. Jastrow of Wisconsin university, 
in an article on the subject, says that 
“when there is no opportunity for prep- 
aration by the medium, or when the 
control is too rigid, the seance is nega- 
tive—that is, barren of results.” He 
adds that the alleged spirit faces ma- 
terialized by Eva “suggested that they 
had been drawn on a kind of tissue” (a 
common toy balloon?) and that they 
were probably concealed somewhere 
by the medium and then inflated to life 
size by blowing air into them. 





WHAT’S WRONG HERE? 


Two readers have sent the Pathfinder 
clippings from a current magazine 
showing the accompanying illustration. 
This fine piece of work is by one of the 
most famous American illustrators— 
and yet there’s something absurd about 
it, and it shows that even the best of 
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’em sometimes make slips. The error 
is that the rope is wound round the 
capstan in the wrong direction, or con- 
trary to the way the men at the capstan 
are pushing. Possibly however this 
was a patent geared capstan which is 
made to run in the reverse direction. 
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Last summer the newspapers publish- 
ed an article beginning: “Ghosts of the 
ultra-fashionable model materialized 
from the latest spirit substance—ecto- 
plasm—in an eerie deserted ‘house on a 
mountain in Maine form the motif of 
an uncanny tale told by a party of 10 
campers.” The campers claimed that 
they had been driven away by a ghost, 
which was invisible to the eye but 
which was photographed by one of the 
party. All such “ghost” tales have prov- 
ed to be hoaxes when scientifically in- 
vestigated—like the Antigonish ghost 
of Nova Scotia, which was found to be 
a girl whose mind was unbalanced. 

Nevertheless, the world is not going 
to rest content until it knows more of 
the facts about “spirits” and occultism. 
Thousands of excellent people are de- 
vout believers in spiritualism, and de- 
rive much consolation from it. They 
ought to be glad to help in ascertaining 
the truth and in separating the fraudu- 
lent from the genuine. The outcome of 
the tests will be awaited with great in- 
terest by all.

Such a type 
cannot be gained in universities and col- 
leges, where class distinction and snob- 
bishness is often too prevalent, although 
such institutions may give him suprem- 
acy in technical things. But those traits 
do not make for a successful business 
man. The ideal education, to my mind, 
comes to the boy in the great public 
schools of this country. There is no 
real education except self education. 
What he gets in school, after all, is only 
the foundation on which his future suc- 
cess is built by actual effort.”

Every married 
person whose joint net income for 1922 
was $2000 or more and every single 
person whose net income was $1000 or 
more must file returns on or befor: 
March 15. By “net” income is meant 
gross income less certain exemption: 
allowed by the government. Blanks and 
information may be obtained at the U 
S. internal revenue office nearest to you! 
home. The forms contain explicit di 
rections, : 

A married person whose net incom 
was not more than $5000 is allowed an 
exemption of $2500; above that the ex- 
emption is $2000. The exemption for 4 
single person is $1000. Whether mar 
ried or single, the taxpayer can deduct 
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2400 for each person dependent-on him .

The nor- 
mal rate of tax is four per cent on the 
first $4000 of net income and eight per 
cent on the remainder. Surtaxes, which 
apply only to incomes in excess of $6000, 
are lower this time than last.

It is an old story how cottonseed, 
which was formerly thrown away, is 
now utilized for making oil, shortening, 
stock feed etc., thus adding to the value 
of the cotton crop.

In spite of this economic fact, large 
quantities of skim milk are still thrown 
away or otherwise practically wasted 
when it should be put to good use. The 
manufacturers, with their research lab- 
oratories, have sought out ways to cash 
in on this “waste product.” They take 
vegetable fat, such as cocoanut oil, and 
put it into the skim milk to replace the 
butter fat, and then market this as a 
specialty, under trade names, such as 
“Klim” (which is “milk” spelled back- 
ward). The farmers and dairymen are 
up in ‘arms against this “filled” milk; 
they argue that it competes unfairly 
with true milk and that it cannot have 
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at 5 
the food value that true milk has. Ef- 
forts have been made to market 
skim milk, but the consumers do not 
take kindly to it. It costs just as much 
to handle, sell and collect for skim milk 
as natural milk, and the traffic has not 
been a success with other producer or 
consumer. It is true that most of the 
food value is still left in skim milk, 
but it tastes “thin,” and Americans want 
the best of everything. Here the manu- 
facturers have again stepped in, and 
now they are evaporating this skim milk 
and turning it into powder, which can 
be kept any length of time, without icing 
or other precaution. This milk powder 
is a boon to the ice cream makers, bak- 
ers etc., who are using it in large quan- 
tities. Dried milk is even 
made into buttons and imita- 
tion ivory. In a number of 
states the dairymen have had 
laws passed prohibiting the 
sale of “filled” milk, just as 
the sale of “filled” cheese is 
prohibited; and now a bill to 
that effect is pending in con- 
gress. Bills are also being 
pushed to stop the sale of 
“shoddy” woolen goods, or at 
least to compel the manufac- 
turers to brand their shoddy 
goods as such, so that the pur- 
chaser will know that he is 
not getting virgin wool. This 
is the same Jine of attack that 
was used against the makers 
of oleomargarine. But the 
legislation. against oleo did 
not stop the sale of that prod- 
uct. There is not enough but- 
ter made to supply the de- 
mand for table “spread,” and 
here again the poor can’t pay 
the price for the best. Many 
farmers themselves sell their 
butter, and then turn round 
and buy oleomargarine to use 
in their own home; they don’t 
prefer oleo any more than the 
city consumer does, but this 
is one way of economizing. The farmers 
of Denmark make about the finest but- 
ter in the world, but they eat very lit- 
tle of it themselves, as they can’t afford 
to indulge in such luxuries. 

It is an old saying that “shoemakers’ 
children are never well shod”; the shoe- 
maker is always too busy supplying 
the needs of other people to look out 
for his own flock. And that is very 
much the situation .of the farmer, the 
world over. He has been so busy with 
his nose to the grindstone that he hasn’t 
had time to study out better ways of us- 
ing his resources. The time has now 
come when he must take measures to 
correst this and operate at a profit.

but the ship subsidy bill before 
it—the senate at last got what it has 
been waiting for, a farm relief bill. In 
fact, the senate got two such bills at 
about the same time. The first was the 
Capper measure the object of which is 
to provide a more extensive credit for 
the farming industry and for co-opera- 
This bill was 
approved by the leading fiscal experts 
of the government and was calculated 
to satisfy the farmers and stock raisers 
of the West as well as banking insti- 
tutions generally. Though its passage 
was generally predicted it was not re- 
garded broad enough to please the ex- 
treme liberals among Western senators. 
The Lenroot-Anderson Lill, which was 
also reported out of the banking com- 
mittee, but by a split vote of five to 
three, goes further in the direction of 
federal financing of farmers but has not 
as much outside support as the Capper 
bill. The Lenroot measure would cre- 
ate 12 regional credit departments un- 
der the federal farm loan board with 
a capital stock of $10,000,000 each. In 
view of the urgent needs of the farmers 
it was arranged to have these bills 
supplant the ship subsidy bill, and de- 
bate began on them at once. 

The ship bill, however, has not been 
entirely ignored. Senator Sheppard of 
Tex. made an attack on it for being 
unfair. Government aid, he said, would 
go mostly to the huge and luxurious 
passenger vessels designed for the 
wealthier classes and pleasure seekers 
while the little freighters would feceive 
a very small share of the payments. He 
advocated striking out the “special 
privilege section” of the bill and adopt- 
ing the remainder. Senator Fletcher 
of Fla. offered an amendment striking 
out all after the enacting clause and sub- 
stituting a provision for a 10 per cent 
reduction on all rates of duty on goods 
imported in American vessels, and pro- 
viding for denunciation of all treaties 
that prohibit discriminating rates of 
duty. 

European affairs which have greatly 
interested the rest of the world lately 
have also interested the senate, but 
nothing much was done about them. 
Senator Robinson of Ark. offered a bill 
providing for American representation 
on the reparations commission, but the 
measure did not meet the approval of 
the administration leaders, who con- 
sidered the present time “inopportune” 
for its passage. Senator Capper made a 
speech in favor of American aid in 
the settlement of European economic 
problems in the interest of the Amer- 
ican farmer, while Senator Borah of 
Idaho let it be known that he was 
thinking of introducing again his res- 
olution for calling an international eco- 
nomic conference. Much divergence 
of opinion exists in the senate in regard 
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to European questions and it would be 
difficult to offer any proposition to 
which a majority would agree. Sena- 
tor Reed of Mo. almost accomplished it, 
however, when his resolution express- 
ing the sense of the senate that the U. 
S. army on the Rhine should be re- 
called was adopted with only six dis- 
senting votes. 

In order to retain for Cuba the serv- 
ices of Gen. Enoch Crowder who has 
been in the island for some two years 
as the special representative of the 
president to advise the Cuban govern- 
ment in economic matters steps were 
taken to appoint him ambassador. A 
bill is already before the house to make 
Gen. Crowder a lieutenant-general on 
the retired list. To permit his continu- 
ed service in Cuba without loss of re- 
tirement pay and privileges the neces- 
sary legislation was inserted in a de- 
ficiency appropriation bill by Chair- 
man Warren of the senate appropria- 
tions committee. The legislations is 
designed to permit the appointment of 
Gen. Crowder as ambassador to.Cuba 
with the salary of $17,500 a year. Here- 
tofore the U. S. representative in Cuba 
has held the rank of minister. 

President Harding ‘bids. fair to be 
known as the president who had the 
courage to veto bills that other officials 
have feared to oppose and congress- 
men were afraid not to vote for. The 
“soldier vote” has always been a mighty 
power with politicians, all anxious to 
placate it and few daring to cross it in 
the least particular, no matter how 
much the treasury might suffer and the 
But the Bursum pen- 
sion bill providing for a blanket in- 
crease of pensions from $50 to $72 a 
month for veterans and widows of vet- 
erans of the Civil, Mexican and various 
Indian wars met the president’s firm veto, 
and the veto was accompanied with 
some sobering words. Declaring there 
was no justification for the legislation 
the president stated that “with such a 
precedent established, the ultimate pen- 
sion outlay in the half-century before 
us will exceed 50 billions of dollars.” 
The immediate charge on the taxpayer 
would have been $108,000,000, and the 
president called it “a discouragement 
to every effort” to reduce expenditures 
and the load of taxation. Referring to 
the feature of the bill in favor of young 
widows who had married the old vet- 
erans the president said: “Frank!y I do 
not recognize any public obligation to 
pension women who now, nearly 60 
years after the Civil war, become the 
wives of veterans of that war.” Thus 
was stopped the regularly recurring 
bill for pension increases, and the pres- 
ident has been widely commended for 
his courage. Senator Bursum announc- 
ed that he would not attempt to pass 
the bill over the president’s veto, but 
in a speech he contended that the pres- 
ident had “unwittingly” given the coun- 
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_try a wrong impression of the bill. 


The fight between Representative 
Keller of Minn. and the judiciary com- 
mittee over Mr. Keller’s resolution to 
impeach Attorney-General Daugherty 
came to an end with the cOmmittee’s 
report, 12 to 2, dismissing the charges. 
But coming back to the body of the 
house the way it did the question re- 
mained a live one. The committee noi 
only exonerated the attorney-genera| 
but expressed the formal opinion that 
Mr. Keller, who abruptly left.the hear- 
ings and refused to return under sub- 
poena, could be required by the house to 
obey and could be arrested and con- 
fined in prison until he consented to 
testify—the confinement not to extend 
beyond the term of the present congress. 


There was a great deal of discussion 
ofthis part of the report, which is break- 
ing new ground for congress. It was 
pointed out that if members could be 
forced to leave the house on summons 
of this kind it would be possible for a 
committee conducting hearings in an- 
other city to call away enough con- 
gressmen at one time to affect the vote 
on an important measure. Two Demo- 
cratic members, Thomas of Ky. and 
Sumners of Tex., voted against+¢the re- 
port. Mr. Thomas declared the im- 
peachment proceedings against Mr. 
Daugherty had been turned into a pros- 
ecution of Mr. Keller, and he contend- 
ed that a member of congress, under the 
constitution, could be arrested only 
for three things—treason, felony or 
misdemeanor. Mr. Sumners admitted 
that the evidence against the attorney- 
general did not warrant impeachment 
but declared the findings of the major- 
ity were not justified because of the in- 
sufficient hearing of the charges, Mr. 
Keller having withdrawn from the 
prosecution after only three specifica- 
tions had been examined. 

Much feeling was stirred up over the 
case and Mr. Keller, the principal, was 
brought to the verge of nervous col- 
lapse and was ordered to Florida by his 
doctor for recuperation. The final re- 
pert after a great deal of debate in the 
committee was submitted to the house 
with a request for “formal action” with- 
out any recommendation. While some 
members insisted the house should 
pronounce on the matter others saw 
the danger of setting a dangerous pre- 
cedent and favored letting the question 
be dropped. 

Mr. Upshaw of Ga., a former clergy- 
man, has evidently devoted himself to 
fighting booze in high places. Follow- 
ing his sensational demand that gov- 
ernmental officials sign the pledge h« 
introduced a bill to make the buyer of 
outlaw liquor equally guilty with th: 
seller, and to put any man accepting a 
free drink of liquor in the same cate- 
gory. Mr. Upshaw said he was merely 
trying to uphold the hands of tu 
president who had declared that vio- 
lation of the prohibition law -“savors 
of a nation-wide scandal.” His bill, Mr. 
Upshaw said, “simply makes a moral 
crime a legal crime by putting both 
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buyer ard seller in jail together. The 
bootlegger who fills_his hellish purse 
by the insidious damnation of your 
children and mine is the daily destroy- 
er of good government and the enemy of 
God and man. Certainly, then, the man 
who sneakingly builds the bootlegger’s 
business ought to suffer with his part- 
ner in crime.” The bill provides also 
that any person testifying as to viola- 
tions of the act should be free from 
prosecution. 

Mr. Hill of Md., leader of the “wets,” 
stirred up the Georgia member further 
by a demand for a “sweeping investi- 
gation” by the judiciary committee of 
the charges that members of congress 
were guilty of wide-spread drinking of 
illicit liquor. In a hot speech Mr. Up- 
shaw declared he had lots of evidence 
and was in a position to furnish star- 
tling details of violation of the Volstead 
law. “I have seen with my own eyes,” 
he shouted, “some of the highest offi- 
cials in Washington, not members of 
either branch of congress, lifting the 
devilish bottle to their lips.” A boot- 
legger told him some time ago, he said, 
that the house office building furnished 
him some of his best customers, and 
that as long as those men kept pay- 
ing him for it he would keep selling it. 
Mr. Upshaw added that he had reported 
the man several times but that he was 
always let off with a fine and returned 
to bootlegging. 

Mr. Upshaw explained his reasons for 
not presenting names to the house on 
the ground that the house is not a “jus- 
tice court” nor a “police matinee,” but 
he served notice that from then on he 
would turn over to enforcement officers 
the names of such members of congress 
as he caught imbibing intoxicating liq- 
uor. He also promised to turn in the 
name of a high official, not a diplomat, 
who returned from abroad recently 
with more than 20 cases of “hard liq- 
uor” marked “diplomatic.” Referring 
to charges-~made by the Washington 
police in connection with the arrest 
of a former diplomat that a consider- 
able “leak” of embassy and legation 
liquors existed Mr. Upshaw recom- 
mended “delicate but firm treatment.” 
Denouncing Gov. Smith of N. Y., who 
has declared himself “wet,” Mr. Upshaw 
declared the governor “could not roll 
into the White House on a keg of beer.” 

Chairman Winslow of the house com- 
merce committee has a bill that would 
regulate traffic in the air, put it all un- 
der federal control and provide penal- 
ties for infraction of rules. The sec- 
retary of commerce would have author- 
ity over all civil aeronautics, which 
would be administered by a commis- 
sioner with a salary of $7,500 a year. A 
temporary appropriation of $375,000 is 
provided. Efforts would be made for 
we development of the commercial air- 
craft industry, and information would 
be gathered and disseminated for such 
craft as is the case now with ships 
Fines are provided for air traffic vio- 
lations; safety inspection by the federal 
government would be a feature, and 
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state lines would be wiped out in the 
administration of the law.

Senator Trammel of Fla. declared in 
a speech that the corporations which 
had recently declared large stock divi- 
dends did so to evade federal taxes, 
which act he characterized as “inde- 
fensible.” 

In a letter to Senator Capper of Kans. 
Victor Murdock, chairman of federal 
trade commission, denied that spies 
were used by the commission in its 
investigations as charged by a tobacco 
journal. 

In the House 


Members of the house who are for- 
mer service men got together and decid- 
ed to urge a bill for creation of a new 
Standing committee to deal with all 
measures relating to soldier legislation. 

Irrigation committee favorably re- 
ported bill carrying $150,000 to investi- 
gate feasibility of Columbia river irri- 
gation project. 

Appropriations committee reported 
bill for independent offices carrying 
$496,000,000, of which $428,000,000 is 
for the veterans’ bureau. Amount is 
$42,000,000 less than last appropriation. 

Bill to permit all vessels under Amer- 
ican register, whether engaged in do- 
mestic or foreign trade, to pass through 
Panama canal free of tolls—by Mr. 
Lineberger of Cal. 

President Harding transmitted to 
house copy of will of J. Wilson Leakin 
of Md. bequeathing $200,000 for a sum- 
mer White House which must be within 
motoring distance of Washington. The 
offer must be accepted or rejected with- 
in 18 months. 

Farmers’ organizations and manufac- 
turers have urged before immigration 
committee laws to admit desirable 
aliens for any trade in which there is 
a pronounced labor shortage regard- 
less of the three per cent restriction. 
Mr. Box of Tex., however, introduced 
a bill to reduce immigration to two per 
cent of any nationality as shown by the 
1890 census, while Mr. Sanders of Tex. 
offered a bill to prohibit all immigra- 
tion.

Bloody Battle in Cork. Hopes for 
peace were hurt when irregular repub- 
licans seized by trickery an outpost of 
Cork and precipitated an eight-hour 
battle in which they were finally de- 
feated with the loss of seven killed and 
19 wounded. The attack was led by 
two men disguised as a priest and a 
woman, who shot two sentries and 


rushed the position. The Free State, 


post at the Carnegie library was attack- 
ed by °50 irregulars with 13 machine- 
guns. They sprinkled’the building with 
gasoline from a hose and then set fire 
to it by throwing incendiary bombs. 
Free State re-inforcements from Bantry 
arrived and the republicans were beat- 
en. Tom Johnson, a Labor member of 
the dail eireann, was threatened withkid- 
naping by republicans for “conniving 
at the crimes of the government’s civil 
war.” The Labor party has constantly 
attacked the Free State but the republi- 
cans have begun showing hostility to 
the party because it refuses to abandon 
parliament. 

Attempts to make peace in Ireland 
have continued, the main step in that 
direction lately having been taken by 
the Ard Fheis, or general convention 
of the whole Sinn Fein body, made up 
of both Free Staters and republicans. 
The convention was called to consider 
a plan for a truce and a subsequent 
peace. President Cosgrave of the dail 
eireann however, called the peace 
resolutions adopted by that body “mere 
moonshine” and expressed fear that re- 
publicans would take advantage of such 
moves to make surprise attacks. Nego- 
tiations for peace were entered into be- 
tween the government and republicans 
of the South, and there were hopes that 
the republican forces might thus be 
split. 


GREAT BRITAIN 

Wives for Australians. A ship carry- 
ing 50 young women, the first of a series 
of prospective consignments, left Lon- 
don for the far-off antipodes where the 
men still outnumber the women. The 
movement is in charge of an organiza- 
tion called the “Home Companion,” 
which recruits women between the 
ages of 20 and 30 who are able to raise 
the money for their passage and are 
willing to take a chance. Girls who are 
serious-minded and are willing to 
“rough it” are sought, and with these 
it is hoped to furnish the 200,000 sur- 
plus male population of Australia with 
good wives. 





Red Flag over England. The unem- 
ployed, turning radical and communis- 
tic in their poverty and need, are threat- 
ening England as she has not been 
threatened since the Chartist riots of 
100 years ago. Picking Sunday for a 
monster demonstration the red flag was 
waved from 200 platforms in as many 


cities and towns while speakers de- 
nounced the government before im- 
mense audiences who sang the “Red 
Flag.” “Lloyd George promised us 
everything and did nothing, while 
Bonar Law has promised nothing and 
will keep his word,” one speaker de- 
clared. The significant thing about the 
demonstration was that for the first 
time the general council of the trades 
union congress—heretofore conserva- 
tive—lent its support to the unemploy- 
ed workers’.movement. The congress 


. represents 8,000,000 unionized workers. 


The unemployed are living on meager 
government doles, causing a heavy bur- 
den to the taxpayers, and are daily be- 
coming more violent and threatening. 


GERMANY 
Chancellor Repeats Offer. Chancel- 
lor Cuno in an interview declared that 
his offer to France of a Rhine peace 
pact was made seriously and with the 
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purpose of assuring France that Ger- 
many is not preparing for another war 
against her. Though the original pro- 
posal was for a “generation” he an- 
nounced himself ready to consider a 
longer period or any definite number 
of years. He declared the offer made 
through Washington was in the interest 
of all humanity. The French govern- 
ment filed a protest at Washington ex- 
plaining her refusal of the offer. It 
was asserted that with such a pact 
France would be barred from coming 
to the protection of her allies in case 
they were attacked by Germany, and 
the conviction was expressed that Ger- 
many’s first warlike move would be to 
attack one of the smaller allies of 
France. It was further contended that 
Germany is already bound. by the Ver- 
sailles treaty not to attack France. 





FRANCE 


Alliance Ended; France Acts. With 
French planes flying over German ter- 
ritory and the French, Belgian and Ital- 
ian armies advancing into the Ruhr dis- 
trict it looks as if the war interrupted 
by the armistice in 1918 may be renew- 
ed. The Germans have not made a 
show of resistance ‘but consider the 
occupation of the Ruhr a death blow to 
their economic life. They declared that 
France would in the end find the move 
very costly, and that England would be 
put to a very serious disadvantage by 
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the combination of the French and Ger- 
man iron industries. 

The old alliance that won the war 
fell apart at Paris when the premiers 
failed to agree. Great Britain favored a 
moratorium without guarantees. France 
demanded guarantees in-case the mora- 
torium should be granted. Great Brit- 
ain declared that it was simply a ques- 
tion whether the steps to be taken 
would or would not prevent the recov- 
ery of German credit. The two prem- 
iers saw they could not agree and de- 
cided that an attempt at compromise 
would be futile. Belgium and Italy 
after vainly trying to reconcile the two 
main contenders voted to go with 


‘France and offered to support the pro- 


posed seizure. Great Britain gave 
orders to her army not to join in the 
forward movement. The premiers 
agreed, however, that their separation 
was in a friendly spirit with mutual re- 
spect, and that their co-operation on the 
Near-Eastern question and other mat- 
ters should not be affected. 

The French became sober-minded as 
the heavy responsibility fell on them 
and gave no signs of a mood for hasty 
action. Some leaders, however, favor- 
ed action before a protest could be re- 
ceived from the United States, and a 
move was made to secure the ratifica- 
tion of the naval disarmament treaty in 
order to placate America.. Germany 
placed her hopes in plans talked of in 
the United States for a solution. of the 
difficulty while admitting her inability 
to pay the 500,000,000 gold marks due 
in January. The reparations commis- 
sion had already voted that Germany 
was in voluntary default of her wood 
and coal deliveries, and it was on these 
grounds that the intended seizure was 
technically based. __ 

The first move of the French, which 
had been thoroughly planned in ad- 
vance, was the concentration of 60,- 
000 French and colonial troops outside 
of Duesseldorf with the object of tak- 
ing over Essen, the industrial center 
and the home of the great gun factory. 
The British government announced that 
British troops would remain on the 
Rhine, but in case of serious disorders 
or resistance by Germany would be 
withdrawn. 





Honor Memory of Pasteur. The cen- 
tenary of the birth of Louis Pasteur, 
famous French scientist, was observed 
to some extent throughout the civilized 
world, but the main celebration was 
held by the Academy of Medicine at 
Paris. Speeches were made by mem- 
bers dealing with Pasteur’s biological, 
medical, surgical and hygienic work, 
and it was asserted that he had saved 
France alone millions of francs through 
his discoveries relating to anthrax, 
poultry diseases and other plagues. He 
was a pioneer in advocating aseptic 
and antiseptic practices, thereby large- 
ly reducing the death rate from puer- 
peral fever and the after effects of oper- 
ations. Dr. Albert Calmette, director of 
the Pasteur Institute, said a 15-year-old 
subject in the middle of the last cen- 
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tury had the expectation of living 36 
years while today his life expectation 
is 48 years, and that the improvement 


is largely due to Pasteur’s discoveries , 


and achievements. Pasteur was elected 
to the academy in 1873 as a free associ- 
ate, not being eligible to regular mem- 
bership since he was neither a physi- 
cian nor an apothecary. He is perhaps 
best known through his cure for hydro- 
phobia. 


SWITZERLAND 


Peace Prospects Gloomy. After weeks 
of diplomatic wrestling in an effort to 
reconcile the Orient and the Occident 
with their mistrust, race hatreds and 
religious differences the Lausanne con- 
ference realized that there had been 
enough of discussion and that the time 
had come to finish, But the peace con- 
ference faced failure. In spite of the 
practical agreement over the knotty 
problem: of the straits—with Russia 
loudly lamenting that she was ignored 
in the matter—there remained three 
problems on which the two sides re- 
mained at loggerheads. These concerned 
the national, home for the Armenians, 
the foreign courts in Turkey, and the 
Turkish debt incurred in the World 
war. Riza Nur Bey, Turkish delegate, 
declared in a violent speech that the 
allies wanted to pay the Armenians for 
their services in the World war, and 
after making those charges left the 
room in a huff. The allied delegates 
demanded an apology for these “grave 
accusations” but the Turks replied that 
the Armenian question was not on the 
agenda of the conference and refused 
to consider it further. 


On the question of the consular 
courts, or the capitulations, the Turks 
remained adamant, declaring that no 
country in the world permitted foreign 
magistrates to administer justice, and 
that to permit it would mean a surren- 
der of sovereignty. They refused the 
allies’ demand for mere_ temporary 
guarantees until the world had time to 
develop faith in the Turkish judicial 
system. Lord Curzon, British delegate, 
predicted that without the consular 
courts most foreigners would leave 
Turkey and that those who remained 
would be constantly appealing to their 
governments, thus creating friction. As 
to the war debts, the Turks insisted 
that they be distributed between Tur- 
key and those districts which had been 
detached from Turkey, such as Syria 
and Mesopotamia, and to make the 
share of the districts greater the total 
debt was estimated far beyond what 
the allies could agree to. The Mosul 
oil region has been another hard ques- 
tion, but there were rumors of a settle- 
ment by which Turkey would keep the 
territory and Great Britain would get 
the oil concessions. 

In case the conference failed it was 
predicted that the allied nations would 
at once make separate treaties with Tur- 
key, and it was reported that such a 
treaty had already been considered by 
the United States. Turkish delegates 
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Stated’ that if the conference--broke 


down they would return home and ‘wait 
for the allies to come to them and agree 


on their present terms. Preparations , 


for war by the Greeks complicated mat- 
ters to such an extent as to call down a 
rebuke to the Athens government by 
France. Another complication was 
brought about by the visit to Angora 
of an Indian delegation seeking aid of 
the Turks against the British in India, 


RUSSIA 


Soviet Cabinet Election. The newly- 
elected all-Russian executive commit- 
tee met at the Kremlin, Moscow, and 
unanimously re-elected members of the 
council of people’s commissaries with 
four exceptions. Leo Kameneff was 
elected third vice-president, M. Sokol- 
nikoff, minister of finance; M. Stalin, 
minister of nationalities, and M. Tsuru- 
pa, minister of inspection of workers 
and peasants. Lenine was retained as 
president of the council. It was decid- 
ed to centralize all governmental affairs 
at Moscow. 





Americans Die in Siberia. It was re- 
ported from Moscow that of the 66 per- 
sons composing “Bill” Haywood’s I. W. 
W. colony at Nadedjinsky, Siberia, six 
had died of starvation. The colony is 
composed mostly of Americans and 
among the victims was a girl aged six 
and a woman of 35. Typhus and other 
diseases have claimed their part, but 
members of the colony who had gone 
to Moscow ‘announced their intention 
to return. 


JAPAN 


U. S. Ambassador Quits. Charles B. 
Warren, American ambassador to Japan, 
announced his resignation. He will re- 
sume the practice of law in Detroit. 
Mr. Warren’s action was expected be- 
cause he took the foreign post tem- 
porarily. He was ‘appointed in 1921 
and his services during the period of 
the Washington disarmament confer- 
ence are regarded by the American gov- 
ernment as of the highest value. Now 
that Japan, Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States have ratified the treaties and 
France and Italy are expected to, he 
considers his duty accomplished. 


CANADA 


Victims of Wolf Pack. When an elder- 
ly trapper in the Sturgeon river coun- 
try failed to put in his promised ap- 
pearance at Ignace on Christmas two 
Indians took the trail and found the 
spot where the trapper had been de- 
voured by wolves. The Indians, lured 
by the bounty on wolves, set out to trail 
the animals. When they did not return 
a seat@hing party left Ignace. Two miles 
from the scene of the first tragedy they 
found the carcasses of 16 dead wolves, 
some half eaten, scattered about the 
remains of the two Indian victims. 


Indians Appeal to League. An Indian 
colony near Grand river, Ontario, some 
5000 souls in number, had never aban- 
doned its claim to sovereignty, and fol- 
lowing trouble with Canadian authori- 
ties has made an appeal to the league of 
nations. Chief Deskahes made a trip 
to Washington to lay the appeal before 





the minister from Holland to be sent: 
to the Dutch government and thence 
to the league. The’ Dutch, the chief 
explained, were the first to settle in the 
country of the Six Nations. The Indians 
he added, have their own language and 
customs and have a right to home rule 
under an old treaty with Great Britain. 


Canada Abolishes Oleo. After March 
1 no more oleomargarine may be manu- 
factured or imported in Canada, ac- 
cording to a government ruling. The 
time for the execution of the order is 
placed in the future to allow for the 
disposal of stocks on hand. The pro- 
hibition is expected to open new mar- 
kets for cheaper grades of butter. 


ARGENTINA 


Buys Fleet from Germany. The 
sighting of a mysterious fleet without 
flags off the coast of Brazil caused con- 
siderable excitement afid speculation. 
The mystery was solved a little later 
by an announcement from Buenos Aires 
that the fleet was a flotilla of coast . 


guard boats bought by Argentina from 
Germany. 





Will Present Statue to U. S. In re- 
turn for the statue of Washington pre- 
sented to Argentina a statue of the lib- 
erator of Argentina, Chile and Peru— 
Gen. Jose de San Martin—has been pre- 
pared at Buenos Aires for presenta- 
tion to the United States. A suitable 
site for the statue will be asked, pref- 
erably in front of the Pan-American 
building ‘at Washington. The statue 
bears the following inscription: “Jose 
de San Martin, founder of Argentine in- 
dependence. He led the liberating army 
across the Andes and gave freedom to 
Chile and Peru. His name, like Wash- 
ington’s, represents the American ideal 
of democracy, justice and liberty.” 


DUTCH GUIANA 


Diamonds Found in Gold Field. Pros- 
pectors report that diamonds have been 
discovered at Brownsweg, about 80 
miles from Paramaribo. Seven stones 
representing a search of only a few 
weeks have been taken from the region. 
The district has yielded gold for 47 
years.

Oklahoma’s Governor’s Barbecue. J. 
C. Walton, the new “farmer” governor 
of Oklahoma, was inducted into office 
by a unique celebration that lasted two 
days. Instead of making his inaugura- 
tion a full-dress and “official” function, 
he made it a popular affair and invited 
everyone who could get there to come. 
Over 100,000 people attended and shar- 
ed in the fun and the “eats.” A great 
parade was held, with characters and 
tableaus depicting the history of the 
state. Then there was a grand barbe- 
cue, at which huge quantities of beef, 
bear, buffalo and reindeer meat, bread, 
coffee etc. were served free. 


Labor Restriction Illegal. The de- 
partment of justice has announced an 
important principle in regard to indus- 
trial agreements. In San Francisco the 
big: business concerns agreed not to 
furnish any materials to builders who 
ran on the closed-shop basis—that is, 
who employed union labor solely. It 
is now held that any agremeent to dis- 
criminate against either union labor 
or non-union labor is a form of monop- 
oly and therefore unlawful. At the 
same time the Massachusetts supreme 
court decided that a manufacturing 
concern was acting within its plain’ 
rights in refusing to employ union men 
when it was known that these men 
were’aiming to reduce output and other- 
wise injure the business. 


Chevrolet Air-Cooled Motor. What 
may become an important contribution 
to auto construction is just being 
launched by the Chevrolet Co. In the 
new model car the radiator is left out 
and there is no water to leak out or 
freeze. The cylinders are surrounded 





* by a sort of honeycomb casing of thin 


copper. A fan drives air through the 


_ casing, and this cools the cylinders. 


The Franklin is the best-known. car 
that is air-cooled, and that car costs 
four or five times as much as the 
“Chev.” Hence if this new scheme is 
a success it may make all water-cooled 
autos out of date. 


Glass Men Indicted. A federal grand 
jury at Cleveland brought indictments 
against a number of window glass man- 
ufacturers and labor union officials, 
charging them with making unlawful 
agreements whereby the output of glass 
was cut down and the prices raised. 
The theory is that such an agreement 
is unlawful, as being “in restraint of 
trade” and contrary to the Sherman 
anti-trust act. 


Irish Envoy Seeks Consulate. Last 
December Laurence Ginnell, represen- 
tative of De Valera and the Irish repub- 
lican forces, came to this country and 


- 


demanded that the Irish consulate at 
New York with all its records and funds 
be turned over to him, The office was 
opened by De Valera in 1919. It was 
later seized by a Free State representa- 
tive and has been the bone of conten- 
tion between the two Irish factions in 
this country ever since. Ginnell and 


his attorney are now in New York de- . 


manding the possession of the consu- 
late. Lindsay Crawford, Free State con- 
sul, informed the department of justice 
that a former Irish republican leader 
of communistic activities was organiz- 
ing in New York against the present 
Irish government. 


Curtis Co. Wins. Several years ago 
the federal trade commission got after 
the Curtis Pub. Co., and ordered it to 
stop certain methods it has used for 
securing circulation for its publications. 
It had organized a large force of agents, 
who were not permitted to handle any 
other publications. Rivals claimed that 
this was monopolistic and unfair. The 
court however says it is legitimate. If 
rivals want business they must develop 
their own means of getting it. 





British Debt Commission Arrives. A 
British commission has arrived in 
Washington to discuss with the Ameri- 
can debt commission Great Britain’s 
wartime debt to this couatry of over 
$4,000,000,000. The commission is head- 
ed by Stanley Baldwin, chancellor of 
the exchequer, and Montague Norman, 
governor of the Bank of England. It is 
not known what plans they will propose 
for funding the debt or what action the 
United States will take in the matter. 





Suspension Bridge Collapses. Several 
persons were killed and others injured 
by the collapse of a bridge over the Cow- 
litz river at Kelso, Wash., while it was 
crowded with spectators watching a log 
jam. Over 100 people and eight or 10 
autos crashed into the stream. The con- 
fusion was increased by the extinction 
of all lights in the city due to the break- 
down of a substation. 


Death Rate Decreases. The nation’s 
death rate in 1921 was the lowest since 
1900, reports the census bureau. How- 
ever there was an increase in the death 
rate from automobile accidents, diph- 
theria, typhoid, suicide and homicide. 
The death rate for the registration area 
of the nation was 11.6 per 1000 popula- 
tion compared with 13.1 in 1920. 





Offers “Summer White House.” wSher- 
man Douglas, of Lamoine, Me., member 
of the state legislature, has offered his 
estate known as Shore Acres, six miles 
from Bar Harbor, as a gift to be used 
for a summer home for the president of 
the United States. 


Diplomat Arrested. Joaquin Mendez, 
former envoy extraordinary from Gua- 
temala and one of the signers of the 
Versailles treaty, was arrested in Wash- 
ington following a police raid‘on a fash- 
ionable apartment in quest of intoxi- 
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cants. Mendez claimed immunity as a 


foreign minister but the state depart- 
ment informed the pulice that his im- 


_munity expired a year ago. The police 


are attempting to find the source of the 
large quantities of so-called “embassy 
liquors” which are known to be reach- 
ing the hands of local bootleggers. This 
was the third raid in two weeks in the 
fashionable Northwest district. 


To Restore Faneuil Hall. The city of 
Boston is going to restore Faneuil Hall, 
the cradle of American liberty, to its 
original architectural condition. Mayor 
Curley signed a contract providing 
$150,000 for that purpose. 


Seeks Embassy Property. The Ger- 
man ambassador to the United States, 
Dr. Otto Wiedfeldt, is trying to regain 
possession of land in Washington which 
was purchased by Germany before the 
war as an embassy site. During the war 
the alien property custodian seized the 
land. Although it is not believed that 


the present German government is in a 


position to go on with the building of an 
embassy, Dr. Wiedfeldt has requested 
the removal of several garages which 
occupy the lots. 


Record Oil Production. The oil ex- 
pert of .the U. S. shipping board esti- 
mates that 550,000,000 barrels of crude 
oil was produced in this country in 1922. 
Over half of this amount is still in stor- 
age. Last year’s production was greater 
than that of any previous year and ex- 
ceeded the 1919 output of the entire 
world. 


Chief Justice Picked by Lot. A Flor- 
ida state law provides that the chief 
justice of the supreme court must be 
chosen by lot. Judge R. F. Taylor, who 
has been on the Florida supreme bench 
for 20 years, was recently so chosen. 
The five members of the court agreed 
to open a book at random. The justice 
whose name began with a letter closest 
alphabetically to the first letter appear- 
ing on the right-hand page was the 
winner. 








Church Ousts Klansman. The Calvary 
Baptist church of New York rescinded 
the Rev. Oscar Haywood’s title of “evan- 
gelists” for his activities in the Ku Klux 
Klan. Although Haywood maintained 
that he was not a member of the Klan 
but a paid lecturer, his name was order- 
ed omitted from the .church calendar 
“so long as he is employed in work in- 
compatible with his position as an 
evanglist of this church.” 


Sentenced Not to Smoke. For steal- 
ing the mayor’s automobile Harvey 
Vaughn, of Muncie, Ind., was about to 
be sentenced to three years in the state 
reformatory. But Judge Dearth was 
moved by his plea for leniency and sus- 
pended the sentence provided Harvey 


' would quit smoking cigarettes for three 


years, attend Sunday-school regularly 
and support his three-year old child. 


Loses Car for Speeding. When Hy- 
man Miller, of Chicago, was arrested for 
speeding he put up the time-worn plea 
that his car couln’t make 40 miles an 
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hour. “We'll give the old bus to any- 
one who can get 40 miles out of her,” 
Miller confidently told the judge. But 
Judge Schwaba wasn’t so easily fooled. 
He climbed into the front seat, stepped 
on the gas and in no time had the spee- 
dometer registering 45 miles. The own- 
er lost his car and paid $50 fine. 





Knows Bible by Heart. Rev. Henry 
Halley, a Chicago minister, has memor- 
ized the entire New Testament. He says 
that about 12 years ago he began to 
learn a few chapters for pleasure. 
Though he makes no claims to a super 
memory he kept at it until he could re- 
cite the whole testament from beginning 
to end. 


Feline Methuseloh Dies. “Thomas 
Patriarch,” supposediy the oldest cat in 
the United States, died at Billings, Mont., 
at the age of 24 years.’ “Tom” laid claim 
to the feline age championship when 
about a year ago a “mere kitten 20 years 
old” at Missoula, Mo., was advanced as 
the oldest living cat. Since then his 
title has not been disputed. 





Laundries Fired by Rivals. Forty 
New York laundry proprietors com- 
plained in one day that their establish- 
ments had been set on fire by incendia- 
ries hired by rival organizations. Two 
men taken in a round-up of burglary 
suspects confessed that they were em- 
ployed by a laundry workers’ associa- 
tion at $75 a day to destroy shops which 
refused to recognize them. They admit- 
ted they had worked on 15 jobs. 


Treats Burglars to Wine. Two gun- 
men visited the home of William 
Thompson at Teaneck, N. J., with the 
purpose of robbing him of $10,000 in 
cash which they believed he had. 
Thompson treated them to wine and 
told them that he was very sorry but 
had invested the money in stock. The 
robbers expressed regret that they had 
troubled him and were politely ushered 
to their car, 








Bandit Poses as Woman. At Dyer, 
Ind., a bookkeeper was alone in a bank 
when a bandit dressed as a woman 
walked in and covered him with a re- 
volver. Two others rushed into the 
bank and the three escaped with $5000. 
The bookkeeper stepped on a burglary 
alarm and a. number of citizens opened 
fire on the robbers as they were getting 
into their car. One of the thieves is 
thought to have been killed. 


Bomb Explodes in Mail. James Chap- 
man, county commissioner of Marsh- 
field, Y/is., was severely injured by the 
explosion of a bomb in his mail. A farm- 
er named James Magnuson, who was 
known to be a bitter opponent of a 
drainage project fostered by Chapman, 
was arrested in connection. With the 
crime. 


Punished at Whipping Post. Five men 
convicted of various crimes were pun- 
ished at the ancient whipping post in 
the county workhouse at Wilmington, 
Del. The prisoners received jail sen- 
tences in addition to the whipping. 
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Government Notes 


Air Bombs over Cities Barred. Fol- 
lowing the accidental dropping of a 
flare bomb from an army airplane on 
the fashionable speedway in Washing- 
ton, Secretary Weeks issued an order 
prohibiting explosive-laden airplanes 
from flying over cities or other inhab- 
ited areas. 











No Minor Coins in 1922. No pennies, 
nickels, dimes, quarters or half-dollars 
will bear the date of 1922, according to 
an announcement from the Philadel- 
phia mint. Throughout the entire year 
of 1922 no currency below the value of 
a dollgr was coined. The last time a 
similar condition existed was in 1823. 





Czarina’s Jewels Seized. When Serge 
Turpnoff, known as the mad monk of 
Russia, arrived in New York to study 
for the Baptist ministry in this country 
he brought with him some jewels, a sil- 
ver crucifix and a jeweled icon which 
he claimed were given to him by the 
czarina just before she was murdered 
by the Bolsheviki. The monk being 
unable to pay the duty on these -arti- 
cles they were seized by the customs 
agents and later’ sold at auction. A 
prominent Russian bought the crucifix 
and icon for $250. 


Postoffice Receipts Big. Postoffice of- 
ficials report that the receipts of the 
department for 1922 broke all records. 
The total revenue was $484,853,000, 
which is twice that of 1912 and exceeds 
the 1921 revenue by $20,000,000. An 
average of $4.40 was contributed to the 
postal revenue by each person in the 
United States. Postal receipts are re- 
garded as a pretty good index of how 
things are going. Though practically 
everything else has doubled in price 
on account of the war, postage remains 
the’same, and it takes careful manage- 
ment and the hardest kind of work by 
the postal employees to make ends meet. 


Will Pay Norway Award. It is re- 
ported that the Harding administration 
will make no effort to have set aside 
the $12,000,000 awarded to Norway by 
a Hague commission for Norwegian ves- 
sels commandeered by the United States 
at the outbreak of the war. The presi- 
dent believes that we should abide by 
the decision of the commission even if 
many people in this country do not con- 
sider it quite fair. 


Army Critic Dropped. Maj. M. W. 
Nicholson, who was court-martialed 
for writing President Harding a letter 
in which he charged that the army was 
“Prussianized,” was informed by the 
war department that he has been drop- 
ped from the service. Nicholson also 
offended the authorities by writing a 
book entitled “Abolish the Army or Re- 
form It.” 


Metric System Opposed. At the meet- 
ing of the American Metric Association 
at Cambridge, Mass., a statement by 
Secretary of War Weeks was read which 
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opposed the general adoption of the 
metric system in this country. The navy 
department takes the same view. It is 
argued that the adoption of a new sys- 
tem would hamper for years the accu- 
mulation of material for military pur- 
poses and if war broke out during the 
transition it might prove disastrous. 
zapt. Elliott Snow, of the navy construc- 
tion corps, said that if the system 
were applied to shipbuilding it would 
prove “one more handicap to placing 
our flag on the Seven Seas.” 





Eight I. W. W. Offered Release. Pres- 
ident Harding offered to release eight 
I. W. W. prisoners sentenced to Leaven- 
worth penitentiary during the war, pro- 
vided they* would leave the United 
States. They were given 60 days to make 
preparations to embark for some for- 
eign land. The proposal was confined 
strictly to the cases acted on and was 
not intended as a precedent for dealing 
with other I. W. W. prisoners. It was 
stated that if any of those accepting 
the conditions should return into the 
country they would be immediately ar- 
rested to serve their unexpired terms. 


Loans to Farmers Set Record. Fig- 
ures issued by the federal farm loan bu- 
reau show that in 1922 sums loaned to 
farmers from: government and allied 
sources reached $415,000,000. Over 
$200,000,000 of this was furnished by the 
farm bureau. In the five years of the 
bureau’s existence it has mdde loans 
totaling $680,000,000. 


Former Officials Indicted. A federal 
grand jury returned indictments against 
Benedict Crowell, former assistant sec- 
retary of war, and six other former of- 
ficials of the war department. All are 
charged with participating unlawfully 
in the award of contracts let by the 
government during the war and after 
the armistice, involving expenditures 
of several hundred million dollars. 
They are accused of planning to get con- 
trol of the emergency construction pro- 
gram for the profit of themselves, 
friends and clients; also of violating 
federal statutes in 500 separate con- 
tracts; with replacing army officers by 
men more in harmony with their 
schemes; with procuring inspectors 
specially interested in the deals, and 
with maladministration of laws to cur- 
ry favor with prominent contractors 
in order to obtain personal benefits.

Locomotive Driven by Air

but a small quantity of crude oil and 
it substitutes heated, and saturated com- 
pressed air for steam. Officials of the 
Italian government observed a demon- 
stration of the engine and believe that 
it is practical. The system recommends 
itself especially in Italy because it is 
thought that it will effect at least a 60 
per cent saving in fuel. 


Earth is Wobbling 

The Danish scientist Col. P. Jensen, 
who has returned from a degree meas- 
uring expedition in Greenland, says the 
earth is wobbling on its axis. Accord- 
ing to his calculaticns Greenland is 
moving westward at the rate of 20 yards 
a year. It is thought that this movement 
of the earth may account for the sur- 
prising climatic changes at the north 
pole. The movement. of the earth is 
extremely hard to detect because the 
area of the pole is only about the size 
of a tennis court. But it is established 
beyond doubt that there is a periodic 
shifting of the pole. Some authorities 
go so far as to say that the poles are 
not only moving but that they are grad- 
ually changing their positions to such 
an extent that regions now ice-bound 
will become warm and habitable. 


Patients Cured by Suggestion 

Emile Coue, the Frenchman who has 
lately attracted worldwide attention 
with his autosuggestion cures and who 
has just come on a visit to this country, 
is threatened with a rival. Dr. John 
Quackenbos, of New York, claims that 
he has been doing wonders for 25 years 
by means of suggestion. Dr. Quacken- 
bos is well known as a physician, auth- 
or, lecturer and former professor of 
rhetoric in Columbia univérsity. His 
cures are effected by psychic sugges- 
tion and an earnest, straightforward 
appeal to the patient’s higher self, call- 
ing forth “into overpowering action the 
Godlike in the man.” Dr. Quackenbos 
considers himself as a mere instrument 
divinely endowed with powers to allay 


the anguish and heal the ills of human- 
ity. He claims to be able to cure the 
drink habit while the patient is asleep. 
Other diseases and distempers he can 
cure are: drug and tobacco habits, 
kleptomania, habitual falsehood, bad 
temper, profanity, sexual anomalies, 
juvenile delinquency, vanity and gener- 
al moral decadence. 


Joining Rag Strips for Weaving 

Much of the time and labor required 
to sew strips of rags together prepara- 
tory to making a carpet or rug can be 
saved by a simple device described in 
Popular Mechanics Magazine. Take a

small piece of thin, flat steel and bend 
at right angles. Point and sharpen one 
end, also cut a slot or eye as shown in 
the illustration. In the other end drill 
two holes fer attaching to a table or 
block of wood. In use, the ends of the 
two strips to be joined are laid one over 
the other and both are pushed down 
over the sharpened point. The loose 
end of one piece is pulled through the 
eye. Then the two strips are pulled up 
from below, the portion in the eye pass- 
ing through the slit. After the strip has 
been released from the eye and drawn 
up tightly the resulting joint will be al- 
most flat. 


Find Prehistoric Horse 

Fossilized bones of a horse were re- 
cently found 57 feet below the sur- 
face of the ground by workmen dig- 
ging a well near Santa Monica, Cal. 
William Manson Bryan, of the Los 
Angeles county museum, believes that 
they are the bones of an “equus occi- 
dentalis,” or western horse, which is 
supposed to have inhabited the western 
hemisphere in phe-historic times. He 
estimates that the extinct animal roam- 
ed the western part of the country more 
than 40,000 years ago. 


Penetrates Peruvian Forests 


J. F. MacBride, assistant curator of 
the Chicago Field Museum of Natural 
History, returned with a large col- 
lection of South American flora, many 
specimens of which were hitherto un- 
known. He reports that across the 
Andes are immense virgin forests of 
hardwood so dense that there is no 
undergrowth beneath the trees. These 
forests have not so far been exploited by 
commerce because of natural barriers 
which made them inaccessible. But 
foreign capital is now completing a rail- 
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road over the mountains with the view 
of opening up to commerce these vast 
timber lands. 


Cure for Gangrene 


Gangrene has always been consider- 
ed uncurable and relievable only by 
amputation. But it is claimed a cure 
has been discovered by Dr. Benjamin 
Jablons, a New York physician. Dr. 
Jablons injects a compound into the 
blood of the patient which counteracts 
the gangrene poisoning and almost in- 
stantly relieves the great pain which 
usually accompanies gangrene. Over 
75 per cent of the 150 patients treated 
recovered and those who were not 
helped were cases which had gone too 
long before the treatment’ was at- 
tempted. 


Automatic Postoffice 


An ingenious contrivance known as 
the “mail meter” has made its appear- 
ance. It will print a combination of 
postage stamp, cancellation and post- 
mark on letters at the rate of 15,000 an 
hour. The postoffice department sets 
and seals the machine and when the 
amount of postage paid for runs out 
the apparatus automatically stops. It 
is valuable only to business houses that 
send out large quantities of mail. The 
mail meter was recently exhibited at 
a convention of postmasters in Wash- 
ington. 


“Shift Your Lymph,” Says Physician 

A London doctor urges people to 
“shift their lymph” if they would en- 
joy good health. Lymph, derived from 
the blood, permeates every part of the 
body ‘and acts both as nourishment to 
the organs and as a flush for the waste 
products. As it is not controlled by the 
action of the heart it is easily retarded 
or hastened in its flow. The pressure 
of an active muscle may be respon- 
sible, or a tight belt or collar. “Shift 
your lymph” is but a catch phrase 
meaning “Get out and get some exer- 
cize.” A “lymphatic” person takes 
things too easy, and he is apt to get 
fat and limp in his later years. ° 





Archeological Treasures in Holy Land 


One of the conditions under which 
the control of Mesopotamia passed to 
Great Britain under mandate was that 
archeological research should be pro- 
moted. Much territory, rich in ancient 
records and other antiquities and for 
the most part untouched, is available 
for excavation. The work is being 
undertaken with extraordinary enthu- 
siasm because none of the treasures 
unearthed will have to be shared with 
the Turks as would have been neces- 
sary before the war and because scien- 
tists anticipate that exceptionally valu- 
able data on the history of the Hebrews 
and the nations that preceded them 
will be found. British authorities are 
preparing to excavate the ancient city 
of David, just south of the existing walls 
of Jerusalem. They hope to unearth 
the original stronghold and the palace 
of the Hebrew Psalmist as well as the 
tombs of other kings. They are also 
much interested in the wide expanse 
of territory to the east of the Jordan 
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where many wonderful ruins of the 
Roman period await investigation. 


The British museum and the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania museum have 
jointly undertaken the excavation of 
Ur on the Euphrates river in Chaldea, 
the homeland of the patriarch Abra- 
ham. The two museums are to. share 
equally in all archeological treasures 
found. The site of the city of Ur, dat- 
ing back to 4000 years and more, is prac- 
tically virgin territory for excavation. 
Heretofere no systematic digging has 
been done there but the Arabs and 
others have picked up in the vicinity 
valuable libraries of cuneiform texts. 
The expedition, unlike those sent out 
before the war, will be equipped with 
modern machinery for carrying on 
the work on a large scale, including 
excavating machines, locomotives and 
motor trucks. 


Not long ago an expedition sent out 
by the University of Pennsylvania mu- 
seum unearthed at Beth-Shan in Pales- 
tine the tomb of Antiochus, first cousin 
of Herod the Great. Antiochus, it is 
believed, was one of the men commis- 
sioned by Herod to direct the slaughter 
of the children in Bethlehem as record- 
ed in the Scriptures. The excavators 
found at lower levels burial places of 
the Philistines, the first so far discover- 
ed. Beth-Shan is believed to have been 
occupied as a place of human habita- 
tion for a longer- continuous period 
and to have been more fought over 
than any other spot in the world. Levels 
of six cities have been found and it is 


known that there are more further 
down.

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Advantages of the Pipeless Furnace 


About a dozen years ago S. D. Strong, 
a tinsmith of Homer, Mich., conceived 
the revolutionary idea of making a hot- 
air furnace without any bunglesome 
system of individual pipes to carry 
heated air to each room. The pipeless 
furnace as developed by him and as 
now made and sold-by thousands is 
essentially the same as the older type 
of hot-air furnace except that it has a 
double jacket and discharges its hot air 
through a large register in the floor 
directly above it. Cold air from the 
rooms above is drawn through openings 
about the outer edge of the register. 
It passes down between the outer and 
inner sheet-steel jackets, under the 
bottom of the inner jacket where ample 
space is provided and is heated by con- 
tact with the fire-pot and circular radi- 
ator. Heated and expanded, it rises 
rapidly, passes through the register and 
flows to all parts of the house opened 
to admit it. 


Convection keeps the air in the rooms 
in constant circulation. If the plan of 
the house is reasonably compact and if 
doors and openings are large enough 
and properly located a pipeless furnace 
heats the rooms quite as effectively as 
a furnace with hot-air pipes. Indeed 
it is more effective in windy weather 
as wind pressure interferes much less 
with the unconfined hot air than with 
air in pipes. The outer jacket of the 
furnace remains cool even when-a brisk 
fire is going. Heat radiates into the cel- 
lar only from the cast-iron front of the 
furnace—just about enough to prevent 
freezing in an ordinary cellar in severe 
winter weather. In thus conserving 
heat the pipeless furnace has a decided 
advantage over the old type of furnace 
with hot-air pipes; unless very thor- 
oughly insulated a great deal of heat is 
lost from the jacket and the pipes of the 
latter, not only wasting fuel but mak- 
ing the cellar much too warm for the 
storage of vegetables and fruits. 


The pipeless furnace can be installed 
in any building which has a basement. 
If there is no basement it is a compara- 
tively simple matter to excavate a small 
furnace room. Installation is simple 
and easy—the writer without assist- 
ance installed one in his home in less 
than a day. Putting in the pipes and 
registers for an old-type furnace would 
have taken at least a week. Moreover

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it would have involved a great deal of 
hard work in cittting holes for the pipes, 
running them through partitions and 
fitting them together in a workmanlike 
manner. For the pipeless furnace no 
cutting is necessary except a square or 
rectangular hole in the floor above the 
furnace for the register. 


An important secret of efficient heat- 
ing with a pipeless furnace as well as 
with any other type of heating plant is 
to get one of ample capacity to do the 
work that will be required of it. One 
whose rated capacity is 50 per cent 
greater than the total volume of the 
rooms to be heated is not too large. _ 
Another important thing is a good 
straight flue large enough to assure a 
good draft. The home-owner who in- 
stalls his own furnace should take par- 
ticular care to make all joints in the 
fire-pot, smoke-ring etc. gas-tight with 
furnace cement. This is essential to 
keep smoke, dust and gases from escap- 
ing into the rooms, whether the furnace 
is of the pipe or pipeless type. There 
are some types of houses that cannot be 
satisfactorily heated by the pipeless 
furnace. Most manufacturers inquire 
into this matter and discourage install- 
ing such furnaces if they find conditions 
unfavorable. 

For quite a while retail furnace deal- 
ers looked askance at the new furnace, 
chiefly because they saw it would elim- 
inate fat profits on supplying and in- 
stalling hot-air piping systems. The 
inventor, however, started manufac- 
turing pipeless furnaces and two or 
three other concerns followed suit. Ad- 
vertising brought the new product to 
the attention of the buying public and 
helped to make sales. Because of pres- 
sure brought to bear on them by their 
customers, retailers began to inquire 
of old-line stove and furnace manufac- 
turers for pipeless furnaces. The latter 
did not take kindly to the pipeless-fur- 
nace idea because they feared that their 
business in. coal ranges and older types 
of heating apparatus would suffer They 
soon saw, however, that pipeless fur- 
naces put out by others were supplant- 
ing their products so they were com- 
pelled to fall into line with pipeless 
furnaces of their own. Today the output 
of most of the well-known stove and 
furnace manufacturers includes a large 
proportion of pipeless furnaces. Sev- 
eral concerns are making them exclu- 
sively. Such furnaces are being sold 
far and near, by manufacturers who 
deal direct with consumers, by local 
dealers and by mail-order houses. 


Furnaces of this type when properly 
made and properly installed under con- 
ditions to which they are suited give 
good service everywhere. They are 
particularly well adapted to installa- 
tion in old houses and for that reason 
largely they are decidedly popular with 
farmers. They also appeal to town and 
city dwellers, for comparatively low 
first cost, ease of installing and effi- 
cient service are advantages obvious to 
everybody. :

Official designation or name, “Free 
and Independent State of Skypanie” 
(Albania). Location, southern Europe, 
on Adriatic sea. Form of* govern- 
ment, provisional, under protection of 
allies. Was proclaimed independent 
kingdom in 1912 but after outbreak of 
World war Prince William of Wied and 
members of international commission 
which helped him rule country fled. Dis- 
order prevailed and eventually Aus- 
trians established military government. 
On June 3, 1917, general in charge of 
Italian forces in Albania proclaimed 
state independent and under protection 
of Italy. Allies, however, thought Ital- 
ian exploitation was not to best inter- 
ests of country and assumed control.

THOSE POISON MAGAZINES 

ECENTLY this ‘country has fallen 

victim to an epidemic of current 
literature which deliberately aims to be 
dirty. You don’t have to be strait-laced 
in order to see the wickedness of these 
publications, for they wear their nasti- 
ness openly, and they glory in_it. 

There are a whole flock of them, but 
we will take as an object-lesson one 
emanating from Chicago, called “The 
Flapper.” The January issue has the 
effrontery to call itself the “church 
number”—this being a slap at religion. 
We can say now, with positiveness, 
that the Flapper may flap along for a 
few months but that it is destined to 
die a miserable death. Public opin- 
ion will not tolerate such publications 
in this country; they are altogether 
too “smart.” The very name “Flapper” 
is a proof of the folly of the promoters, 
for the young girl known as the flapper 
is a type that is already passing, and it 
will not be long before the whole idea 
will be as out of date as a last year’s 
bird’s-nest. 

The Flapper has been barred from 
Canada, we are glad to note. The Cana- 
dian authorities are awake to this men- 
ace of rotten literature while our au- 
thorities seem to wink at it. Our postal 
laws expressly forbid the mailing of 
obscene matter and there is plenty of 
law in every state to put a stop to such 
pollution of the public morals. But‘as 
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in the case of the movies, those who 


should be responsible pass the buck to 
the public to decide whether they want 
rottenness or not. 

The purveyors of this dirt do not 
seem to have any realization of the 
wrong they are committing. The Flap- 
» > “ublishers brazenly claim that it 
is “thse vieanest, keenest and most fas- 
cinating publication in America” and 
that it has a large circulation among 
“schoolchildren, who are reading it 
with the full consent and co-operation 
of their parents and teachers.” If this 
claim is true, then it shows that such 
parents and teachers should be taken 
out and killed, like cattle that have 
some foul sdisease which must not be 
allowed to spread. ; 

The magazine is full of the worst 
slang, and foul with the free-love and 
free-speech sophistries that the Rus- 
sians have given us. In one story a 
girl says to a young man who is him- 
self a heartless libertine: “Girls are not 
so innocent as you imagine”; in other 
words they are worse than even such a 
pup as he supposed. The girls in the 
magazine make a practice of taking 
rides with strange men. One of these 
strangers asks, at parting: “Aren’t you 
girls going to kiss us good-by?” and the 
author tells us that “Each girl con- 
sented and it was a breath-taking kiss 
each one received.” The author con- 
cludes the article with the comment: 
“Such is the life of a small-town flap- 
per.” The United States is referred to 
as “this land of concentrated alcohol”; 
this isn’t very funny, but it is intended 
to be smart. An article claiming to tell 
about the publishers’ stenographer says: 
“She keeps the office full of cheer. That 
will help us out until we get it full of 
beer.” Again, this isn’t funny, but the 
publishers must think such rot is “clean, 
keen and fascinating.” It may fascinate 
fools, but certainly it could never in- 
terest any normal mind. A girl who is 
telling her experiences says that her 
greatest thrill came when a young man 
“asked her to become his mistress.” We 
quote this deliberately in order that 
parents and teachers and the public in 
general may know the kind of stuff that 
is being circulated with their acquies- 
cence. The Flapper publishers express 
their thanks to certain named men 
“who introduced our magazine to 
Chicago’s high-schools.” 

One of the stories in the magazine, 
sacrilegiously called “A Wise Virgin,” 
is so foul and wicked that we cannot 
quote the most offensive parts of it even 
to prove our indictment. Take our word 
for it however that the thing is infa- 
mous; the author in this story makes 
a minister of the gospel do things for 
the girls of his congregation which are 
sternly forbidden by the laws of every 
civilized land. One of the girls, in talk- 
ing to a fellow, tells how the minis- 
ter had gone with police detectives to 





a dancing resort and had “raised a nar- 
row-minded row because he found sev- 
eral church girls there—drunk.” Again 
the girl says: “We all want to be good 
sports; we want to love—and love free- 
ly.” (Here you see that Russian bol- 
shevik influence.) The young man 
agrees to that idea but says that even 
though they may love to the limit “that 
doesn’t imply that they should tie them- 
selves down the rest of their life,” by 
getting married. And he adds: “You 
don’t think a chap is driving a girl 
around in his car, buying chicken sup- 
pers and hootch, just for the sake of 
her company, do you?” 

The magazine tells “a true story” 
about three “flappers” who are seeking 
excitement. One asks: “What will we 
do?” And another replies: “I don’t 
know, and care less.” So they steal a 
team and sleigh and go for a joy ride 
and let three boys pick them up. The 
girls are dumped in the snow, and they 
ery “Damn!” 

This is the kind of wickedness which 
forms the chief attraction of this and 
similar publications. The publishers of 
the Flapper are indignant because their 
magazine is denounced, and they point 
to the “large sales it enjoys” as proof 
that it is all right. This is the same 
reasoning that is employed by the pub- 
lishers of lewd novels, the authors of 
lewd plays and the purveyors of lewd 
movies. All they know is the dollar 
sign; if a nasty product brings in the 
money—which it will—then it is a “suc- 
cess,” a “best-seller.” Decency and 
morality have no appeal to them; they 


-care nothing about the future welfare 


of the people, and -they would barter 
away the most precious things «that 
civilization possesses in order to make 
profits for themselves. They are be- 
lievers in unlimited “free speech”; they 
declare that everybody should be allow- 
ed to say anything that comes into his 
diseased mind, at any time and in any 
place, regardless of morals, customs, 
the rights or feelings of others or the 
eternal fitness of things. 

Many of the harpies who are fatten- 
ing on this carrion traffic in this coun- 
try are foreigners—international schem- 
ers who have no respect for American 
institutions or ideals and who would 
like nothing better than to see our 
whole civilization struck down so that 
they might gloat over the ruins. They 
are geniuses of destruction—Mephisto- 
phelian tempters who are seeking the 
degradation of mankind and who willuse 
any and every means to work their will. 

The Pathfinder believes in decency 
and it labors for it, in season and out. 
We are going to keep on the trail of all 
these professional corrupters and hold 
them up to public view and scorn. But 
we can’t stop the epidemic of immorali- 
ty and nastiness whieh has ravaged the 
Old World and which is now beginning 
to ravage America. The plague will 
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have to run its course. It will have to 
destroy those who are unable to resist 
the poison; humanity will survive, after 
having sloughed off this rottenness. 

Decent people everywhere can do 
their part by aiding on the right side. 
You can’t of course, break into a jazz 
dance and by a few words of advice 
convert the revelers to sanity; you can’t 
stop a publisher from delving in smut; 
they are crazed, and it is like casting 
pearls before swine to show them the 
evil of their ways. They believe they 
are doing the right thing by giving free 
rein to their desires; they do not accept 
your old standards and they are con- 
vineed that-it is you who are wrong. 
The Flapper magazine says right on its 
cover: “Not for Old Fogies”; the pub- 
lishers know all your arguments on the 
side of morality, and they despise them 
and defy you. 

Now, the Flapper is a mere mite in 
the cheese; it is beneath contempt, and 
it will perish when the cheese decays; 
its life has a short finite limit; there is 
nothing permanent in it or in the epi- 
demic that it represents. We have picked 
it out merely as a sample; it is neither 
better nor worse than numerous others. 
It may-be that in thus advertising it and 
telling how rotten it is we shall make 
some morbid people want to read it. 
If so, let them do it, and welcome. We 
don’t believe in being too harsh or try- 
ing to impose any one set of ideas on all 
mankind; people are different and they 
look at things differently. They should 
be allowed a wide range of choice—and 
they will take it whether they are allow- 
ed it or not. But all those who have 
any influence should use that influence 
in the direction of ultimate good. It 
is no use to try to knock people into the 
right way, but there is a gentle, constant 
pressure that can be used—and this in 
time will have its effect. A few are 
bound to go to the devil, and they will 
go there in spite of everything.

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GET THE DICTIONARY HABIT 
GREAT scholar once declared that 
no man is educated until, he has 

learned how and when to use the dic- 
tionary. Many people seem, tothink their 
need of a dictionary’ ceases when they 
quit school. The only use they seem to 
be able to make of such an unwieldy 
book is to hold the door open On a warm 
day. But no man ever outgrows the 
dictionary. A gray-haired American 
educator says that in his youth he used 
to look forward to the time when it 
would be unnecessary for him to refer 
to his dictionary to settle linguistic dis- 
putes. But the time has never come. 
In his old age he finds that he must 
turn more and more to this trusty guide 
as the years pass by. He has learned 
that the need of a dictionary increases 
with the increase of knowledge and 
experience. 

A good dictionary is more than a 
mere list of definitions arranged in al- 
phabetical order; it is a book contain- 
ing thousands of useful facts compress- 
ed within the smallest possible space. 
Remember the man who spent 15 min- 
utes every day reading the dictionary? 
Later when he was elected to congress 
his colleagues marveled at his great 
store of practical knowledge. Yet he 
had never gone to school a single day 
in his life. He learned from his dic- 
tionary what others acquired by spend- 
ing years in college. This proves, as 


Dr, Fernald says, that the dictionary 
knows more than any one man. It also 
has a better memory. The person who 
keeps a right-hand acquaintance with 
his dictionary never stops learning; he 
goes to school all his life to the most 
accomplished of all teachers. 

Every household should have a good 
dictionary. It is not for us to point out 
which particular one is best, but it 
should be selected with care. There 
are dictionaries and dictionaries—their 
name is legion. The most important 
thing to bear in mind in selecting a dic- 
tionary is that you cannot judge its 
value by its cover or the kind of paper 
it is printed on. Neither is it necessari- 
ly a good book because your great- 
grandmother had one like it. Some dic- 
tionaries are good, others are fair, and 
still others are abominable. But any 
kind is better than none. If you can’t 
afford a new one get an old one; if you 
can’t afford a good one get a poor one 
—but get one. The best of us will never 
learn all there is in the poorest dic- 
tionary published. There are a num- 
ber of good dictionaries now publish- 
ed in America any one of which would 
honor a reader’s desk. Before making 
the purchase consult someone in a posi- 
tion to judge. The essential thing is to 
get one that is suited to your needs and 
use it. 

Time spent at the dictionary is time 
well spent. But time spent digging your 
dictionary from under a pile of books 
or hunting about the room for it is 
time doubly wasted. Always keep your 
dictionary within convénient reach. If 
several members of a family use the 
same dictionary it should be kept in. the 
same place all the time. Do not let it - 
drift about the house from one room 
to another. The prudent man does not 
dispute about the meaning, spelling and 
pronunciation ‘of words when he can 
easily lay his hands on a dictionary. He 
will not spend five minutes looking up 
the dictionary before he can look up a 
word in it. A business man should have 
a dictionary in his office as well as in his 
home. There are now several excellent 
small dictionaries which serve very 
well for office purposes. Have your 
dictionary so close at hand that you will 
continually be tempted to use it. The 
man who frequently goes to the dic- 
tionary to look up a new word or ta 
refresh his memory on an old one has 
a decided advantage over his opponent. 
His reasoning will be sounder, his 
knowledge broader and more accurate 
and his expression clearer than that of 
the man who last consulted a diction- 
ary when he quit school.

Date of Easter

Woodrow Wilson’s 14 Points 


Ques. What were the 14 points advo- 
cated early in 1918 by Wilson in his world 
peace program?—Ans. (1) Open covenants 
of peace, openly arrived at, after which 
there shall be no private international un- 
derstandings of any kind, but diplomacy 
shall proceed always frankly and in the 
public view; (2) Absolute freedom of nav- 
igation upon the seas, outside territorial 
waters, alike in peace and in war, except 
as the seas may be closed in whole or in 
part by international action for the en- 
forcement of international covenants; (3) 
The removal, so far as possible, of all 
economic barriers and the establishment 
of an equality of trade conditions among 
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all the nations consenting to the peace and 
associating themselves for its maintenance; 
(4) Adequate guarantees given and taken 
that national armaments will be reduced 
to the lowest point consistent with domes- 
tic safety; (5) A free, open-minded, and 
absolutely impartial adjustment of all 
colonial claims based upon a strict observ- 
ance of the principle that in determining 
such questions of sovereignty the in- 
tcrests of the: population concerned must 
have equal weight with the equitable claims 
of the government whose title is to be 
determined; (6) The evacuation of all Rus- 
sian territory and such a settlement of all 
questions affecting Russia as will secure 
the best and freest co-operation of the 
other nations of the world in obtaining 
for her an unhampered and unembarrassed 
pportunity for the independent determi- 
nation of her own political development 
and national policy and assure her.of a 
sincere welcome into the society of free 
nations under institutions of her own 
choosing; and, more than a welcome, assist- 
ance also of every kind that she may need 
and may herself desire (the treatment ac- 
corded Russia by her sister nations in the 
months to come will be the acid test of 
their good will, of their comprehension of 
her needs as distinguished from their own 
interests, and of their intelligent and un- 
selfish sympathy); (7) Belgium must be 
evacuated and restored, without any at- 
tempt to limit thé sovereignty which she 
enjoys in common with all other free na- 
ions; (8) All French territory should be 
freed and the invaded portions restored, 
and the wrong done to France by Prussia 
in 1871 in the matter of Alsace-Lorraine, 
which has unsettled the peace of the world 
for nearly 50 years, should be righted, in 
order that peace may once more be made 
secure in the interest of all; (9) A re-ad- 
justment of the frontiers of Italy should 
be effected along clearly recognizable lines 
of nationality; (10) The people of Austria- 
Hungary, whose place among the nations 
we wish to see safeguarded and assured, 
should be accorded the freest opportunity 
of autonomous development; (11) Rumania, 
Serbia and Montenegro should be evacuated, 
occupied territories restored, Serbia accord- 
ed free and secure access to the sea, and the 
relations of the several Balkan states to one 
another determined by friendly counsel 
along historically established lines af allegi- 
ance and nationality, and international 
juarantees of the political and economic in- 
dependence and territoral integrity of the 
several Balkan states should be entered 
into; (12) The Turkish portions of the pres- 
ent Ottoman empire should be assured a 
secure sovereignty, but the other nationali- 
ties which are now under Turkish rule 
hould be assured an undoubted security of 
life and an absolutely unmolested oppor- 
tunity of autonomous development, and the 
Dardanelles should be parmanently opened 
s a free passage tc the ships of commerce 
of all nations uncer international guaran- 
tees; (13) An independent Polish state 
hould be erected which should include the 
rritories inhabited by indisputably Polish 
populations, which should be assured a free 
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and secure access to the sea, and whole 
political and economic independence and

ed. A block of wood about one inch 
thick and five inches square forms the 
base. To this are attached two pieces 
of tin, each cut to form a square as 
shown in the illustration reproduced 
from the Country Gentleman. The tin 
strips are each five-eighths of an inch 
wide. The space between them is half 
an inch wide. Two holes are bored 
through the tin and wood at the points 
X and Y. Brass bolts from a dry bat- 
tery are run through and connected to 
a socket cord.

If desired plain solid colors 
such as are used for public halls, stores, 
offices, hospitals etc. may be chosen. 
Linoleum stair treads are on the mar- 
ket but one may cut these from waste 
pieces from matching strips for the 
rooms, particularly if a plain solid color 
is used. Various other uses may be found 
for scraps, such as covering table tops 
and shelves, making mats for flower- 
pots etc. 


If linoleum is bought in cold weather 
leave it in a warm room for at least 24 
hours before attempting to unroll it as 
when cold it is so stiff and brittle that 
you may ruin it if you work with it. 
Usually it is advisable after unrolling 
to spread it out on the floor and leave 
it for a week or two unfastened to be- 
come “acclimated.” This will obviate 
subsequent wrinkling, buckling and 
drawing. It is always well to cover 
the floor—smooth, clean and dry as 
possible—with a layer of deadening 
felt, well pasted down. Then the lino- 
leum should be cut to fit the room neat- 
ly, the carpet strip or molding around 
the baseboard having been carefully re- 
moved. Put the molding back to hold 
the linoleum about the edges and fasten 
down at joints with an occasional dou- 
ble-pointed tack. Exposed edges should 
be protected by metal binding. 


For the very best results the lino- 
leum should be cemented to the felt 
with cement specially made for the pur- 
pose. Special care should be given to 
cementing joints, not only to prevent 
turning up and breaking of edges but 
to exclude water. If a small lawn roller 
is available run it over the floor to 
press the linoleum firmly into place. If 
you have no such roller lay a straight 
plank over each joint and weight down 
with bricks or something of the kind 
over night. The carpet strip may be put 
back in place immediately, pressed 
down firmly against the linoleum 
everywhere. Felt is a decided advan- 
tage under linoleum for it not only 
reduces contraction and expansion in 
the latter but it makes it wear better, 
insulates the room against heat and 
cold and deadens sound. Some advise 
a light layer of fine sawdust over the 
felt if there are no joints or exposed 
edges in the linoleum. 

Frequent washing and scrubbing in- 
jure the finish and shorten the life of 
linoleum. Besides it is hard work 
which might better be avoided. Right 
in the beginning apply a coat of good 
floor wax the same as to a hardwood 
floor. To clean, go over the floor with

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a brush or dry mop. Badly soiled spots 
may be cleaned by wiping with a damp 
cloth. As the wax wears off apply more. 
When washing is necessary use tepid 
water and a mild soap. A good linoleum 
varnish applied once a year or so pre- 
vents wear and keeps the linoleum 
clean aud fresh but it is not so satis- 
factory,as wax. Don’t attempt to var- 
nish over a surface that has been waxed 
without first washing well with turpen- 
tine or gasoline to remove wax.

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Where Astronomical Day Begins 

Every student of geography is famil- 
iar with the name “Greenwich.” All 
maps have lines running north and 
south from pole to pole. They are count- 
ed from Greenwich. These lines are 
meridians of longitude, and if they could 
cut straight through the earth, like a 
fine wire through an apple, any one of 
them would split the earth in half. Any 
spot on the earth might be considered 
as being on a meridian, or great circle, 
and east and west measurements of the 
earth could begin from there. But to

make the measurements mean anything 
a “prime meridian” or a first meridian 
has to be agreed on. For the English- 
speaking world the meridian of Green- 
wich is adopted, and all other places 
on the earth are said to be east or west 
of Greenwich, up to 180 degrees. 
Greenwich is about five miles southeast 
of London and is the seat of the Royal 
observatory from which the correct, 
or authoratative, time is given out. The 
meridian of Washington is also used in 
the United States, but at a convention 
held in Washington in 1884 it was de- 
cided that the meridian of Greenwich 
should be taken as the basis for the 
world and that the astronomical day 
should begin at noon. If a man could 
fly around the earth in 24 hours keep- 
ing always directly under the sun it 
would be continuously noon for him, 
but passing over Greenwich, or the 
meridian of Greenwich, he would have 
to call it a new day. Greenwich is pro- 
nounced as if spelled “Gren’ich.” The 
astronomical day should not be confus- 
ed with the calendar day which arbi- 
trarily begins at international date line. 


The Round Robin 


‘Round robin” is a name often given 
to a petition signed by a number. of 
persons in circular form. By putting 
the signatures in a circle undue promi- 
nence to any particular person is avoid- 
ed. This method is often employed 
when the leaders of a secret undertak- 
ing for redress of grievances are afraid 
to sign their names at the top of the 
list on a protest or remonstrance sent 


. 
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to one in authority. If a round robin 
is properly signed it is impossible to 
detect which signatures were placed 
on the paper first. The principle is 
similar to that which caused the legen- 
dary King Arthur to seat his knights 
at a round table. According to tradi- 
tion Arthur’s council table was semi- 
circular in form and each knight-pres- 
ent was the same distance from the 
distinguished king. The round table 
was to avoid jealousy among the differ- 
ent members of a company; the round 
robin is to protect the leaders of a dan- 
gerous enterprise. 


The practice of the round robin is 
supposed to have originated among the 
officers of the French army. They adopt- 
ed this system of protecting themselves 
in making known their grievances to the 
king and parliament. It was a case of 
preferring to “hang together rather 
than separately.” The name “round 
robin” itself is generally considered of 
French origin. Some authorities derive 
it from the French “rond,” round, and 
“ruban,” meaning a ribbon. The word 
“ruban” probably had reference to the 
material on which the military pro- 
tests were written. The round robin 
has become a common political prac- 
tice in nearly every country in the 
world. 

The most memorable round robin in 
literary history is that sent by Edmund 
Burke, Edward Gibbon, Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds and several other distinguished 
men to Dr. Samuel Johnson in reference 
to his epitaph on Oliver Goldsmith. The 
party were dining at the home of Rey- 
nolds and the conversation- turned to 
Johnson’s epitaph on their late friend 
Goldsmith. There was no-one present 


- who had the courage to tell Dr. Johnson 


about the suggested alterations. The 
statesman Edmund Burke proposed that 
they address the doctor by means of a 
round robin. The round robin as final- 
ly written and sent to Johnson was as 
follows: 


“We, the circumscribers, having read 
with great pleasure an intended epitaph 
for the monument of Dr. Goldsmith, 
which, considered abstractedly, ap- 
pears to be, for elegant composition and 
masterly style, in every respect worthy 
of the pen of its learned author, are yet 
of opinion that the character of the de- 
ceased as a writer, particularly as a 
poet, is perhaps not delineated with all 
the exactness which Dr. Johnson is ca- 
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pable of giving it. We, therefore, with 
deference to his superior judgment, 
humbly request that he would, at least, 
take the trouble of revising it, and of 
making such additions and alterations 
as he shall think proper, upon a farther 
perusal. But if we might venture to 
express our wishes, they would lead 
us to request that he would write the 
epitaph in English, rather than in Latin, 
as we think that the memory of so emi- 
nent an English writer ought to be per- 
petuated in the language to which ‘his 
works are likely to be so lasting an 
ornament; which we also know to have 
been the opinion of the doctor himself.” 

After signing their names in a circle 
this petition was taken to Johnson by 
Sir Joshua Reynolds. Johnson received 
it in a friendly manner and promised 
to make the requested alterations in 
everything but that respecting the Latin. 
He said that “he never would consent 
to disgrace the walls of Westminster 
Abbey with an English epitaph.” But 
the inscription to Goldsmith shows that 
it was put on the monument as it was 
before Johnson - received the round 
robin. 


A Simple Card Trick 

The ordinary deck of cards is gener- 
ally considered flawless in its makeup, 
but a close examination will reveal that 
at least one irregularity appears in 
nearly all packs of cards. Lay the 
queens, kings and jacks on the table 
and carefully examine the margins be- 
tween the line of printing and the outer 
edge of the cards. In nearly every deck 
some of these marginal spaces will be 
wider on one side than on the other. 
This little variance in the printing of 
the cards is the basis of a good card 
trick which has puzzled more than 
one card party and made the lucky per- 
former the hero of the evening. Lay 
about four of the cards—only queens, 
kings and jacks will do—on the table 
before you with the wide margins all 
on one side and the narrow on the 
other. Have someone turn one of the 
cards around while you are not look- 
ing and then tell which one has been 
turned. Be sure and instruct those 
present not to turn the card entirely 
around, but only half way, otherwise 
the card will be in its original position 
again and you can not tell that it has 
been moved. 





A “Sell” for the Magician 

Whether you are an expert magician 
or know no more about sleight-of-hand 
than a pig knows about the nebular 
hypothesis you can use this little trick 
as a fun producer. at a party or other 
social gathering. Simulating the man- 
ner of a professional performer you 
produce three bonbons, three ginger- 
snaps of three of any other kind of 
sweetmeat that can be eaten quickly 
and pleasurably. Gravely you place 
them on the table, fussily taking care 
that you lay them just so and space 
them the proper distance apart. You 
then propose that if three gentlemen 
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present will loan you their hats you 
will undertake a new sleight-of-hand 
trick evolved by Count Erfeit de Sul- 
tory. You place one hat carefully over 
the first piece of candy, another over 
the second and the third hat over the 
third. You take elaborate pains to turn 
the hats all in the same direction and 
get them in perfect line. Then you 
soberly lift the first, eat the candy and 
replace the hat. In like manner you 
eat the other two bonbons and put the 
hats back just as they were. Now ask 
one of the spectators to select one of 
the hats and you will undertake that 
the three pieces of candy shall be found 
under that hat. When he indicates one 
of the “lids” you pick it up, clap it 
upon your head and announce that, 
as you said, the candy is all under 
the hat.

GREAT WOMEN OF ALL AGES 
Charlotte Corday, French Heroine 


Charlotte Corday (1768-1793) was 
born in Normandy of noble parentage. 
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From reading the works,of Voltaire and 
others she became imbued with the 
principles of the Revolution in her 
country, adhering to the moderate poli- 
cies of the Girondist republicans. The 
bloody deeds of some of the radical 
Parisian leaders shocked and horrified 
her. When her lover, an officer in the 
garrison at Caen, was accused: by the 
red revolutionist Marat of having con- 
spired against the republic and was 
then assassinated by villains hired for 
that purpose she determined to sacrifice 
her life if need be to strike a telling 
blow against the bloodthirsty clique of 
men directing the reign of terror. She 
went to Paris and on July 13, 1793, suc- 
ceeded in gaining access to the apart- 
ments of Marat. Pretending to present 
a petition for his signature she stabbed 
him to death as he sat in a tub of water 
seeking relief from a malady with 
which he suffered. She gave herself 
up at once to attendants who rushed to 
the scene in response to Marat’s cries. 
The tribunal found her guilty of mur- 
der and she was summarily guillotined.

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A Modern Centralized Rural School 


ished memory, the sole alma ma- 
ter of some of the best and great- 
est men and women of our nation, an 
ancient and honorable institution which 
has been immortalized in song and 
story, is gradually giving place to more 
commodious, better equipped, more up- 
to-date school buildings. It has many 
virtues to commend it, some of them in- 
herently and peculiarly its own. But it 
also has many faults and shortcomings 
and these, educational experts are per- 
sua‘ed, more than outweigh its virtues. 
Moreover, changed conditions due to 
the country’s social development and 
its growth in population and wealth 
have come and the old-fashioned educa- 
tional facilities have failed to meet them 
fully. So, in accordance with the pro- 
gressive spiiit characteristic of the 
times, the death sentence of the little 
red schoolhouse has been signed and 
sealed. 
In many of the more progressive, 
prosperous and populous rural commu- 


T little red schoolhouse of cher-

nities a single modern centralized 
school building has already supplanted 
the several old one-room, one-teacher 
schools. In these new sanitary, well- 
planned, well-equipped school plants 
pupils from the various surrounding 
districts enjoy practically all of the ad- 
vantages offered by city schools, receiv- 
ing competent instruction through the 
elementary and grammar-school grades 
and a fully accredited high-school 
course if they desire. In numerous in- 
stances township schools have been 
consolidated with town or village 
schools, the country pupils being car- 
ried to and from school in motor buses 
or hacks the same as those attending 
centralized township schools. 

One of the earliest and best of the 
centralized rural schools was _ estab- 
lished at Greenfield, Ohio, several years 
ago. <A public-spirited citizen of the 
town built it at a cost of half a million 
dollars and through the local school 
board presented dt to the community. 
At Chazy, Clinten Co., N. Y., in the 
sparscly settled Champlain valley not 
far from the Canadian border, is a sim- 
iler school, for the most part the gener- 
ous gift of a wise and prosperous in- 
ventor who was born and reared near 
by. Here 500 boys and girls from sur- 
rounding farms gather daily, being 
brought to schocl and returned to their 


homes by comfortable motor buses. The 
initial cost of the building and equip- 
ment was covered by the gift of a mil- 
lion and a quarter dollars, supplement- 
ed by $18,000 appropriated by the vil- 
lage. Taxpayers were not burdened 
with an extra tax levy as an endowment 
fund accompanied the gift. The build- 
ing and equipment not only provide ed- 
ucational facilities for the youngsters 
of the community but they meet eili- 
ciently all the needs of a community 
center. For adults classes in Ameri- 
canization, civic welfare, agriculture, 
domestic science, physical training and 
the like are provided in the evenings. 
There are also movies and other enter- 
tainments which cost patrons little or 
nothing. The school’s electrical plant 
supplies current for lighting and all 
other school needs as well as for light- 
ing the streets and the churches of the 
village. In ‘the laboratories milk and 
othe: farm products are tested free for 
farmers. 


The building belongs to the modified 
Spanish type of architecture. Ample 
window space is provided for lighting 
and ventilation. Heavy linoleum covers 
corridors and stairs to keep noise at a 
mihimum. Sand-tables and other de- 
vices are provided to facilitate the in- 
struction and entertainment of the pu- 
pils in the primary grades. Up-to-date 
equipment for manual training, house- 
hold arts, physics, chemistry etc. is pro- 
vided in other parts of the building. 
On one side is a sunny modern gymna- 
sium with shower baths and swimming 
pool for the girls and on the other side 
are similar quarters for the boys, from 
youngest to oldest.. Two exceptionally 
beautiful rooms, known as the Shake- 
speare room and the Cicero room, are 
provided for the older pupils for pur- 
poses of study and recitation. 


There is a well-equipped library, de- 
signed to accommodate the youngest be- 
ginners as well as the most advanced 
high-school pupils. Although Chazy is 
in one of the most isolated parts of the 
state, current magazines, newspapers 
and periodicals from the school library 
carry the latest news of world events to 
all who wish to read. For entertain- 
ments and school assembly purposes a 
large, scientifically designed auditori- 
um is provided. In this room the school 
orchestra of 42 pieces rehearses and 
plays concerts. There is a fine pipe or- 
gan used for instruction in music and 
for accompanying vocal and other mu- 
sic. In addition to the organ the school 
owns 72 other musical instruments 
which are loaned to pupils who show 
special aptitude but lack instruments of 
their own. 

On the upper floor are sunny rooms 
where hot lunches are served to the pu- 
pils daily. On this floor also is a roomy, 
airy apartment for the art and handi- 
craft department. A separate room is 
provided for children who show ab- 
normal mental tendencies. Here they 
are given special instruction suited to 
their needs. Special provision is made

This 
dormitory provides a satisfactory solu- 
tion, of the housing problem for teach- 
ers, often a most troublesome problem 
in the case of rural and village schools. 
Naturally it helps to bring in more com- 
petent teaching talent than could be ob- 
tained otherwise and it serves to hold 
good teachers, once they have been at- 
tracted to the school.
